S CH thatthe Conſtable give this charge to the Watchers and Warders, and that the Watchers and Warders do 
S 7 Fe duly obſerve the ſame, upon pain of impriſonment: and not to depart untill others be ſer in their place. 

IT Thatall ſuch Watchersand Warders do apprehend and take all idle and wandring people,andall other ſuſpeRed perſons which 
are repaired, or which ſhall and will repair to this Town, andthe Liberties of the ſame; and deliverthem to the Conſtables, to 
be ſent away and puniſhed according to the Lawsof this Land. And that they keep out of this Town all wandring Pedlers, 
Tinkers, Aquavitz-men, and ſuch like; and all ſtrangers, and all carriages and goods, that may be ſuſpeQed to bring infe&ion or 
danger to this Univerſitic or Town, untill they be allowed to be entertained or received by the ſaid Victchancellour,or Major, 
or ſome other Juſtice of Peace of either Bodie : and that they keep a true book of the name of every perſon, and his goods 
thus allowed, and by whom. | 

III Thatthe Churchwardens, Conſtables, and Overſeers of every pariſh, doevery day ( and oftner, if there be cauſe) make inqui. 
rie and ſearch inall Innes, Alehouſes, and other houſes within their pariſh, for all paſſengers and ſtrangers, that are or ſhall be 
lodged or received in any of them: and if they finde, fear, or ſuſpe& any of them did come from any part of Zondey, or other 
place viſited; that preſently they diſcharge them, and give notice of the Hoſt or receiver of them, to M*. Vicechancellour or 
M-. Major, or fome Juſtice of Peace, that they may undergo ſuch puniſhment as ſhall be thought fit by the foreſaid Vicechan- 
cellour and Major. | : 

IITT That if in ſuch ſearch, or at any other time the ſaid Churchwardens, Conſtables, or Overſeers, or any of them, do obſerve and 
ſee, or ſhall be credibly informed of any drunken perſons, ſwearers, or blaſphemers ; or finde, or be informed that any perſons 
do remain idle, miſſpending their time in drinking, gaming, or otherwiſe , within any Tavern, Inne, Alehouſe, or other place 
within this Town, or Liberties of the ſame; that without favour, or any partialitie, they ſee them preſently puniſhed, accor. 
ding to the Statute in ſuch caſes provided; or make preſent complaint of them and their receivers, to the Vicechancellour and 
Major. 

V That no perſon do carry, or recarrie any paſſengers, goods, wares, or merchandiſe by land or water, from this Town to Log. 
don, or from Londonto or towards this Town, except itbe for his Majeſtics uſe: and except Henry Glenton, who onely is allow- 
ed to carry and recarry Letters, and nothing elſe, toand from London. _ 

V 1 Thatthe aforeſaid Churchwardens, Conſtables, and Overſcers, do from time to time take care, that all inhabitants and other 
perſons within their ſeverall pariſhes, do pave, gravell, water, ſweep, and cleanſe their doores, chanells, ſtreets,and lanes which 
belong unto them, every Tueſday and Saturday: and to ſuffer no muckhills to remain in any pent-houſes or yards, nor any hogs 
to be kept in any houſes, or pent-yards inthe Town, nor to come in the ſtreets or lanes of this Town: nor any Butchers to kill 
any beaſts at their doores, or in their.ſhops: nor Farriers to bleed any beaſt at rheir ſhops, or doores, nor in the ſtreets, except 
they receive the bloud, garbage, and other filth into ſome veflell,and the ſame preſently convay to the common muckhill onthe 
backſide of the Town, and thatall carrion and dead beaſts be buried in the ground, and not ſuffered toly in the ſtreets or lanes 
in or aboutthis Town. - | | 

V-I T That no perſon buy any goods brought into this Town by any ſtrangers; or carried about the Town tobe ſold by them, or 
any others ofthis Town, upon pain of impriſonment. | OS 

VIII Thatall perſons take heed, that they ſpend not their time 1n playes, paſtimes,idleneſle, haunting of Taverns, Innes,or Alchouſes, 

; laſcivious wantonneſle, ſurfeting, or drunkenneſle, which are the proper ſinnesof this Nation, for which the heavy diſpleaſure 

and wrath of God is fallen upon us. 

IX And farcher, the ſaid eceous and Majordo in his Majeſties name ftraitly charge and command all Conſtables, Church- 
wardens, and Overſeers of every Pariſh in this Town, to take eſpeciall care, that all perſons do obſerve and keep the ſajd Orders 
and DireRions: and that they preſent the names of all offenders herein, thar they may undergo the ſevereſt puniſhmene that 
may be inflited upon offenders in this kinde. | Z 

X An laſtly, it is ed that if any perſon ſhall refuſe to obey theſe Orders, or any of them; or to be ordered by the faid 
Churchwardens, Conſtables and Overſeers, Watchers and Warders, or any of them, in any matter hereby given them in 
charge; or ſhall reſiſt them, or any. of them; or maintain, or reſcue any offender herein, that then the ſaid Conſtables ſhall 
commit ſach offenders to the Gaol, there to remain untill they be releaſed by their competent Judge, and be bound with ſuf- 


d ficient Sureties to their good behaviour.
